time to form again, and then they forced ouss 
to retire. 

In the mean time our infantry retreated to- 
wards Maeftricht, to the place where we join-~ 
ed. His royal highnefs marched towards Lu- 
nakin with all the cavalry, to favour the fe- 
treat of the Dutch and the right wing; which 
was effected fo fuccefsfully, that they loft no- 
thing but fome few men by cannon-fhot.

that our horfe made. Our lofs is but very in- 
confiderable in comparifon of that of the ene- 
my, whofe prifoners own above 8000 men, We 
have about 700 prifoners of theirs, and they 
have not fo many of ours.

It is true that feveral perfons, 
thinking upon the fame fubject, muft 
naturally fail into the fame thoughts ; 
-but then I believe they will hardly hit 
upon the fame images or fimiles; for 
there is no natural connection between 
aiubje¢t and them. For as the mind 
may range thro’ the whole material 
world to find something to deforibe or 
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paint its notions, it is by great chance 
if the fancies of different perfons ‘fall 
upon the fame picture ; there is indeed 
a poflibility of it, but I believe it can- 
not frequently happen. And for this 
reafon 1 am inclined to think that Mi/ton 
mutt have feen thofe authors, and that 
he freely borrowed fome thoughts and 
images from them. I do not condemn 
him for it ; but perhaps it had been bet- 
ter if he had mentioned their names, 
and made fome acknowledgment. I be- 
lieve al] authors, that arrive at any per- 
fe€tion upon any fubjeét, muft have con- 
fidered what others have faid before 
them, and improved upon their no- 
tions. It can hardly be thought that 
Homer himfelf, or indeed any of man- 
kind, could have finifh’d {o noble a 
work, if there had not been variety of 


; ager authors before him, from whom

e might colleét, and improve his fan- 
cy, and who are now loft in oblivion, 
but this does not detraét from the ge- 
nius and character of Homer ; it only 
allows that there were other great men 
before him, and that his work was thé 
more perfect for it; and fo of our Milton 
it may be faid, that it doés not diminiih 
his praife that he has taken from execl- 
lent writers before him ; perhaps no ge- 
nius could have made {o perteét a work 
without them. ‘There is indeed great 
merit due to them; but we mutt allow 
him the greateit fhare, as from 
their materials he formed fo noble a 
fyitem. An Englifoman indeed, who 
has never read fuch authors, ftands 
amazed at the itupendous performance, 
as he imagines iomething divine in the 
poet who finifhed it without any affift- 
ance from others ; but when he is con- 
vinced that he has taken {freely from 
them, it will only alter his fuperititious 
opinion, and not diminith his reafon- 
able regard; and this may be the beft 
reafon that can be given or fo great a 
difference that there is between this 
work, and his piece of ParApIsE RE- 
GAINED. In the firft he was greatly ob- 
liged to others, but in the lait he could 
have no afliftance from any, tho’ the 
nature of the fubjeét was at lcait equally | 
favourable. And it will farther help 
us to account eafily, why he him- 
felf, as it isfaid, elteemed the Paravise 
REGAINED more than the other ; for, 
generally, we fee parents are molt fond 
of their genuine offspring.

The falfehood of the firft is proved

‘Jt on with any fuccefs by the means we 
know he employed. 

His inducement muft have been ei- 
ther the hope of advancing himfelf by 
jt, in his temporal int credit or 

wet, or the gratification of fome of 

i pailions under the authority of it, 
and by the meansit afforded. 

But when St Pau/ declared himfelf a 
convert to chriftianity, Fe/as, the head 
of the feét, had been juft crucified be- 
tween two thieves, as an impoftor 
and blafphemer; a fevere profecution E 
was begun againft his followers, and 
the whole community, notwithftanding 
they had all things in common, was 
hardly fupplied with the bare neceflaries 
of life; delpiled as poor, and ignorant, 
and frantic; the miracles they wrought 
afcribed to magic and impofture; and 
Saul himfelf, at hisown requeft, inveft- 
ed with a power to oppreis and impri- 
fonthem. And what wealth could be 
gained by joining a band of indigent fu- 
gitives ? What honour by becoming a 
ad in a college of fiftiermen? 

hat power but over a flock of fheep 
driven to the flaughter.

But fuppofing him:to have acted with- 
out any rational motive, he could not 
have carried on an impofture {fo unpro- 
fitable and dangerous by the means he 
employed. It could not be carried on 


B by one man alone, the faith he profe(- 


fed was not his invention ; with Te/us 
the author of it, he had never had any 
communication before his death, nor 
with his apoftles but as their perfecutor. 
But it was neceflary for him to have a 
perfeét knowledge of all the fa¢ts con- 
tain’d in the gofpel, feveral of which 
were known to Chrift and his apoi- 
tles only. He muft, therefore, have 
aéted in —, with the apoitles, 
whom he perfecuted tothe moment of his 
converfion ; and to account for the man- 
ner in which he chofe to relate his con- 
verfion, we muft fuppofe all who were 
with him, when he pretended to have 
fo extraordinary a vilion, were his ac- 
complices alfo, prompted by no motive, 
and fecur’d by no reward. 

His firft care ought to have been to 
get himfelf owned as an apoitle by the 
apoftles, having no other probable 
means of fupporting him(elf in the cre- 
dit and efteem of the dilcipleg or ob- 
taining a participation of their myfteri- 
ous defigns and authority. But inttead 
of this he went into dradia, then re- 
turn’d to Dema/fcus, and did not goto 
yeue™ till three years afterwards; a 
conduct which can only be accounted 
for on a fuppofition that he neither re- 
ceiv’d the gofpel of any man, neither 
was he taught it but by the revelation of 
Chriff, as he declares Gal. i. 12. 

If an impoftor, why fhould he have 
undertaken the converfion of the Gen- 
tiles ; an enterprize in which he was 
to conteft, 1//, with the policy and 
power of the magiftrates; 2d/y, with 
the intereft, credit and craft of the 
priefts; 3¢/y, with the prejudice and 
paifions of the people ; 4¢4/y, Withthe 
wifdom and pride of the philofophers 5 
fince, had he confined his preaching to 
Judea, thefe difficulties would not have 
occurr’d in fo great a degree, the peo- 
ple having been moved by the mira- 
cles wrought by the spelliee, and the 
memory of ‘Fejus, infomuch that the 
magiftrates were often reftrain’d from 
feve- 
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feverities. through fear of popula re- 
fentment. And to convert the Tews, 
arguments might be drawn from their 
own fcripture, proving Fe/us to be the 
very Chrift, To the Gentiles all thefe i- 
deas were new, they were to be taught 
the Old as well as New Telitament ; 
and how was this.to be done by a man 
not authorized by his own nation, op- 
pofed by the greateft and wiieft among 
them, and, a8 a Few, accufed of hating 
mankind, on account of the feparation 
ef that nation from all other, by innu- 
merable peculiarities, pa, coamageee) 
at once the objeét of national hatred, 
and national fcorn, wherever he went ? 
But, after taking fo imprudent a ftep, 
how were all thefe difficulties to be 
overcome, if this gofpel caine not in 
power and in the Holy Ghoft ? Doubt- 
le{s by a pretence to miracles only ; and 
yet to give falfe miracles any reputati- 
on, two circumilances are principal] 
neceflary ; an apt difpofition in thole 
whom they are defign’d to impofe up- 
on, and a powerful confederacy to a- 
vow and abet the cheat: both, or at 
leaft one of thefe, accompanied all the 
falfe miracles ancient and modern, but 
neither of them attended thofe wrought 
by Sc Pawéd and the other apoitles. 
Having thus overthrown this propo- 
fition, and proved that Pau/ was not 
an impoitor, and fuperadded  ftrong 
reafons to fhew that if he was, he 
could not have fucceeded by the means 
he employ’d, and that his fuccefs was 
the effect of a divine power, co-operat- 
ing with his miniftry, the author pro- 
ceeds to fhew the falfehood of the fe- 
cond propofition, and to prove that this 
apoftle was not anenthufiaft. In order 
to this, he obferves that the ingredients 
ef which enthufiafm is compofed, are 
great heat of temper, melancholy, ig- 
norance, credulity, and felf conceit ; 
that the firlt of thefe was in Pau, in 
common with fome of the greateft per- 
fons of antiquity, not enthufiafts, he ac- 
knowledges ; but that the reit were not, 
he proves from innumerable paflages in 
his hiftory and epiftles; and that he had 
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acts. in conformity tothe opinions ims 
printed on it, at the time of its work. 
ing, direétly contrary to the prefenc 
cate; Seu/’s mind being ftrongly poffefied 
with opinions againit .Cbri# and his 
followers, his pailions alfo concurring 
to give them a more attive force, being 
inflamed by reflecting on his paft con- 
duct to them,by the pride of {upportinga 
part he had voluntarily engaged in, and 
by the credit he found it procur'd him 
among the rulers whoie commifiion 
he bore. f 

Ifin fuch a temper of mind he had 
imagined a vifion from heaven denoun- 
ced the anger of God againft the Chrif- 
tans, and commanded him to profe- 
cute them without mercy, it might be 
accounted for from the natural power of 
enthufiafm ; but that in the very in- 
ftant of his being engaged in the hotteft 
periecution, he fhould imagine himfelf 
called to be an apottle of Chri/f, is fo 
far from being a probable effect of en+ 
that juit a contrary efiect 
muft have been naturally produced ‘by 
that caufe. To which may be added 
the extream abfurdity of fuppofing all the 
perfons who were with him could be 
{o infatuated as to fall from their horfes, 
and be ftruck {peechiefs thro’ fear, when 
nothing had happened; and even {up 
pofing all had gone mad together, 
would not the frenzy of fome have tak- 
en a different turn, and prefented diffe- 
rent objects ? aus: 

To account then for this vifion and 
what follows without a miracle, it muft 
be fuppofed that as Saw/ and his conv 
pany were journeying along in their way 
to Dama/cus, an extraordinary meteor 
did really happen, which cait a gre 
light, as fome meteors will do, at which 
they being affrighted fell to the ground ; 


F and thar this fear made them —— it 


not the charatteriitick of an enthufiaft, g 


by acomparifon of his life and writings 
with thofe of the faints of that ftamp, 
both popifh and proteltant. 

But the author goes yet further, and 
proves, thatPau/ could not have impofed 
upon himfelf by any power of enthu- 
fiafm, ether in regard to the miracle 
that caufed his converfion, or the con- 
fequential effeéts of it; for imagi- 
pation in enthufiajtic minds always

a vifion from God, that the foun they 
heard in the air was an explofion.atrend- 
ing this meteor, that Seu/.dreamt by 
chance of Ananias’s coming, and t 
Ananias came by chance too; but this 
will not account for the diftinét words 
which Saud heard, nor for the ftri€&t con- 
formity between thefe and what Ananias 
faid to him when he came; nor could 
he have cured a blindnefs which was 
the effect of a meteor, merely by the 
touch of his hand, or the found of his 
Voice. 

In the third place he proves that the 
apoftle was not deceived: by the fraud 
of others, from the impoffibility of pro- 
ducing by human power, 4 light in the 
air at mid-day brighter than the fun, of 
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eaufing Sau/ to hear words out of ‘that 
light which were not heard by the reit 
of the company, of making him blind 
for three days, and reftoring him to 
fight by a word, and producing the 
miracles fubfequent to his converfion, as 
ain them he was not paffive. 

The author having thus fhewn, that 
this great event and its confequences 
could not be the effect of impoiture, 
enthufiafm, or the frand and artifice of 
others, even with the concurrence of 
extraordinary natural caufes, the truth 
of his fourth propofition muft refult as 
an undeniable coniequence, viz. that 
what is related by St Pzu/ to have been 
the caufe of his converfion, and to have 
happened. in confequence of it, did real- 
ly happen. And how, fays he, fhall we 
refiit the conviction of fuch a proof, that 
chriftianity is a divine revelation? Does 


the doctrine of the apoftles contain any C God with 


recepts contrary to the law of mora- 
Fey written on the hearts of mankind? 
No fuch thing is pretended. 

*« [s it then on account of the my- 
Reries in the gofpel that the facts are de- 
nied, tho’ fupported by evidence which 
in all other cafes would be allow’d to 
contain the cleareft conviction, and can- 
not in this be rejected without reducing 
the mind to a ftate of abfolute icepticifm, 
and overturning thofe rules by which 
we judge of all evidence, and of the 
truth, or credibility of all other faéts? 
But this is plainly to give up thé ufe of 
our eniieteeting where we are able to 
ufe it moft properly, in order to apply 
it to things of which. it is not a compe- 
tent judge. The motives and reafons 
wpon which divine wiidom may think 
proper to act, as well as the manner in 
which it acts, mutt often lie out of the 
seach of our underftanding; but the 
motives and reafons of human aétions, 
and the manner in which they are per- 
form’d, are all in the {phere of human 
knowledge, and upon them we may 
judge, with a well-grounded confidence, 
when they are fairly propofed to our 
confideration. 
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former of ‘thefe propofitions I may give 
my affent without any direct oppofition 
Of *reafon to faith’; bur in'admitting the 
latter I muft believe againit all thofe 
probabilities that ate the rational grounds 
of affent. ,

religion becaufe of the difficulties which 
occur in its myfteries, confider how far 
that objeétion will go againft the fy- 
ftems both of religion and of philofo- 
phy, which they themfelves profefs to 
admit. There are in @i/m itfelf, the 
moit fimple of all religious opinions, 
feveral difficulties, for which hunian 
reafon can but ill account ;\ which miay 
therefore be not improperly ftiled artz- 
cles of faith, Such is the origin of evil 
under the government of an all-good 
and all-powerful God. Such is the 
reconciling the eternal prefcience of 
the free-will of man. 
Such is alfo the creation of the world 
at any {uppofed time, or the eternal pro- 
duétion of it from God ; it being almott 
equally hard, according to meer philo- 
fophical notions, either to admit that 
the goodnefs of God could remain un- 
exerted through all eternity before the 
time of fuch a creation, let it be fet 
back ever fo far, or to conceive an eter- 
nal produftion, which words, {o applied, 
are inconfiltent and contradictory terms ; 
the folution commonly given by a com- 
parifon to the emanation of light from 
the Sun not being adequate to it, or 


E juft; for light is a guaity inherent in 


fire, and naturally emaning from it; 
whereas matter is not a quality inherent 
in oremaning from the divine eflence, 
but of a different fubftance and nature, 
and if not independent and /elf-exifting, 
mutt have been created by a meer aét of 
the divine wi//; and, if created, then not 
eternal, the idea of creation implying a 
time when the fubflance created did not 
exif. 
ut hecaufe of thefe difficulties, or 
any other that may occur in the fyitem 
of deifm, no wiie man will deny the 
being of God, or his infinite wi/dom.

WHEN # town is befieged, and the enemy’ . 

has rendered himfelf mafter of the cover’d 
way, and all the outworks, and the flanks and’ 
parapets are ruined by his cannon, the works 
which he carries on for paffing the ditch cannot’ 
be difcovered without the utmoft peril to the 
perfon appointed to reconnoitre; and yet as 
this d {covery is of the greateft importance, the 
lives of many faithful fubjects, which are al- 
ways rare towards the end of a fiege, muit be 
facrificed to effe& it ; and being expofed to the 
whole fire of the enemy’s parallels, if they are 
not killed before they have executed their com- 
miffion, they are fo intimidated by their dread- 
ful fituation, that they examine circumftances 
but flightly, and with confufion, and fo maké 
an imperfect report ¢ to prevent thefe inconve- 
nicncies M. de Serviere invented this machine. 

Along the rampart of the fide attacked, dry 
pits muit be dug as at-A, in which muft be pla- 
ced the two beams, or long pieces of wood, 
BC, in fuch a manner as that the piece D fhaik 
be firmly fixed by its lower end in the ground 
at the bottom of the pit, and by its upper end

at the breakfafting, they havi Tpaliets of 
flowers to prefent to the ladies, “The boys have 
only one garment, which is made jacket fathi- 
on, of YorkPire ferge with a flip of red cloth 
crofs their fhoulder ; their thirts lapping over 
their collar refegabling 2 cape ; their breeches 
hang loofe a great way down their legs ; inftead 
of buttons isa flip of red cloth furbelow’d.— 
The girls petticoats are alfo Yorkpire ferge 3 
and theie ftays are cover’d with the fame, of 
which a fip tutns back. over their fhoulders, 
Ike that of the, boys, and is of the fame cos 
Tour ; their cuffs, bib, and apron are linen, the 
fhift is gathered and drawn with bobbin, in the 
raanner of a clofé tucker. The boys and girls 
hats are white, and tied round with red binding. 

Thefe children being return’d by the coun- 
try nurfes at 4°years’ old, are cloathed in this 
manner proper for labour, and differing fromt 
that of the children: at: murfe ; and a number 
for each is to be fixed to their eloaths, in fume 
manner, fo as to be always vifible, that every 
child may be eafily known by it. 

The nurfe of the wards is to have the care of 
their cloathing, to fee they keep themfelves 
cleanly, and to teach them to read at the times 
to be appointed for that purpofe ; to fee they 
rife at five o'clock in the fummer, and feven in 
the winter, and that they are out of the ward 
im a quarter of an hour after thefe times. 

At half an heur after five in the fummer, 
and half an hour after feven in. the winter, the 
boys are to be called over im the fchoul-room 
by the mafter, and from thence are to go witht 
him to work, either’ in the garden, or other 
place appointed for that purpofe, which is to 
be in the opervair,unlefs in extreme bad weather. 

Their work is to be fuch bodily labour as is 
fuitable to their age and ftrength, and may be 
moft likely to fic them for agriculture, or the 
fea fervice, fuch; as digging, houghing, plowing . 
with ploughs, manageable. without horfes,

On Sundays, and other days appointed for 
public worthip, they are to be inftruéted in the 
principles of religion and morality, to attend at 
chapel, to, be taught the catechifm ufed by the 
church of England,, or heard to read fuch 
parts of the holy {cripture, as are moft fuitable’ 
to their underftanding. 

On Saturdays in the afternoon, and on the 
afternoons of fome public holidays, they may 
be allowed to divert themfelves with fnch ex- 
ercifes as will increafe their ftrength, activity, 
and hardinefs ; are never to play at games of 
chance, but are to be taught that it is bafe and 
effeminate; and fome punifhment of infamy 
is to be affixed to this offence. 


The girls are tobe kept in wards, entirely B 


feparate from the boys, to be dreffed plain and 
neat, with numbers vifible in fome part of their 
cloathing, to rife at the fame hours with the 
boys, to clean the houfe, make the beds, and 
do the houfhold bufinefs till the hour of break- 
faft ; after that to be employ’d in making li- 
nen or cloaths, or fuch other labour as is fuit . 
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fed, and mafters and miftreffes will be mote 
eafily and readily fupplied with children, than 
they would be if they were to fend to London, 
The children are to be difcharged when they 
are claimed by their parents, or when they have 
attained the age appointed by act of parlia- 


A ment, or when the girls ase married. 


- When any perfon ‘fhall claim a child, they 
are to leave a petition with the fecretary, di- 
reéted to the governors ; and the petitioner at- 
tending at a day appointed, the houfe com-- 
mittee fhall enquire what right they have ‘to 
the child, what are their circumftances, whe- 
ther they are able and willing to provide for 
the child, andewhat fécurity they can give for 
that purpo‘e, and what fum they caa pay to 
the hofpital, towards the expence it has been 
put to by the maintenance of the child ; which 
committee fhall report the fame to the next ge- 
neral committee, with their opinion thereupon. 

If the report is fatisfattory to the general 
committee, they fhall then, and not before, 
order the billet, or mark which was affixed 


able to their age and ftrength, or in fome ufeful C to the child, to be a and the regifter 


manufactory. 

The diet of the children of the hofpital is to 
be plain and good of the fort, and to confift 
fome days of meat, and others of roots or 
herbs, raifed by the children’s labour ; their 
drink to be water, their bread coarfe, and made 
of a differentfort of corn, as wheat, rye, bar- 
ley, peafe, oats, &c. 

Strong drink, tea, coffee, and tobacco are 
never to be permitted to be ufed by any child 
in the hofpital, nor any butter allowed:them, 

For the eafier difpofal of the boys, an order 
may be obtained from the lords of the admiral- 
ty, to the captains of his majefty’s thips, to 
take a certain number of boys, from, time to 
time, according to the rate of the thips, and 
their proportion of men ; and if the captain of 
every merchant fhip, of a hundred tons, or up- 
wards, was obliged (if required) to take one or 
more, it would greatly increafe the number of 
feamen; and, the hofpital keeping an account 
of them, the government, on any emergency, 
would be directed where to find them. 

The governors will, by. eaquiry, - find «in 


what inland places boys are wanting for huf- F 


bandry, and inform the committee thereof-; 
and the girls are to be placedout, as houfhold 
fervants, or put out for a term of years, to be 
employ’d in the linen or other manufa@ory, as 
foon as poflible, but not without due enquiry 
after the character of the perfons who take,’em, 
As it will be imporhible for the hofpital to , 
containthe great number of children, which 
will be under its care, if properly encouraged ; 
and, as the keeping of children in it near town 
will be much more expenfive than at a diftance 
from it, it wili be extremely proper to fend out 
little colonies of them; the boys to be em- 
ploy’d and educated in the manner before-men- 
tioned, under’ proper mafters, at or near Yar- 
mouth, Lynn, Liverpool, Hull, &c. and the , 
girls to Mancheffer, Nottingham, Braintre?, 
Devizes, &c. By which means, the gocd ef- 
fects of the charity will be more vifible, the 
money colleéted for. their fupport more dittu-

‘> HE imperial minifter has figned a 
treaty with thofe of ‘the porte for 

the renewing and yendéring ‘perpetual 
the treaty, of Belgrade; the ‘treaties 
alfo between Ru/ffia. and. the porte have 
been lately renewed ; fo that peace feems 
Settled between the thrce empires. 
From Peterfourg we are told, that. the 
-grand chancellor had declared in form 
ro the refident of the {tates general, that 
30,000 of the emprefs’s troops were 
ready to march into the fervice of the 
allies, as foon as application fhould be 
made.for that purpofe to her imperial 
majelty.—We have’ nothing material 
from Sweden but the conviction and fen- 
tence of Dr Blackeoell, an Encli phy- 
fician, who, after various kind 6f tor- 
tures, has confefled fome fchethes in 
avhich he was concern’d both with na- 
tives and foreigners, for which the royal 
commiffion have found him guilty of 
high treafon in plotting to overturn the 
tonttitution of the kingdom, and re- 
verle the order of facceffion, and fen- 
tenced him to be broke alive on the 
wheel, his heart and bowels to be pull- 
ed out and burnt, his body quartered, 
and his head fix’d upon a pole.-—By the 
fubfidy treaty of 1738, France was to 
pay Sweden annually 997,000 livres ; the 
fame is renew'd for 10 years longer, 
and a defenfive treaty is figned between 


Sweden and Prujfia.

The military operations in this coun- 
try ave pufh’d with much vigour on 
both fides ; the 4uffrians have redoubled 
their efforts for the reduction of Genoa, 
and the French have. made .all poflible 
advances for the relief of that important 
place. On May 20,.N.S. the Auffrians, 
after three hours refi{tance took the im- 
portant pott.of the Cupucins near Bo/- 
chetto...'The next day the D. de Boufflers 
at the, head of all the regular troops, 
peafants, burghers and domeitics, made 
a general fally, and attacking the be- 
fiegers with the utmoft fury, drove 
them from the poit, and all the redoubts 
belonging to it; but the Au/frians rally- 
ing, and receiving reinforcements from 
gen: Schulzmberg who vifited every poft 
in perfon, bravely recover’d a} they had 
loft,-and after an obftinate fight of 4 
hours, pufhed them into the town with 
the lofs of 600 men killed, among them 
the marquis dz Fay, a French coloncl, 
andthe marquis Grimaldi,va noble Ge- 
necfe, taken prifoner. ,On the 28th.the 
Genoe/e garrijonof the caitle of Alefune, 
confilting of 173 men, and 13 Officers, 
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among them marquis Doria, and:M, 
Sauli, farrender’d at difcretion. This 
good fuccefs led the way to ‘the taking 
of Bi/agno, the eaitern fuburb of Genoa 
on the 13th inftant, in which the gene- 
ral, who-has given the higheit proofs of 
his courage and conduét in this expedi- 
tion, making:a feint to attack St Peter 
d Arena, and {o drawing the troops’and 
attention of the enemy that .way,:at- 
tacked Bijagno with 15,000 men .In 3 
columns; the firft pofts occupy’d by the 
Genocfe were carry’d without noile or 
bloods: but.1500 regular troops: under 
the ‘pani/e major gen. Tobin made a gal- 
Jant refiftance, but moft of them were 
killed or taken: ‘By this advantage way 
was made for the Exzli/b fquadron to 
come clofe to’the fhore, and‘all fuccéuts 
by ‘fea effectually prevented. And let- 
ters from Francfort advife, that on the 
t7th the Au/rians carry’d St Peter d’ Are- 
na, and took in it 40 cannon and 20 
mortars, with which having begun to 
bombard the city, a capitulation was de- 
manded, and hoitages exchanged for 
that purpofe. Gen. Wentworth, it is 
faid, had put adm. Medley under arreft 
for mifconduét. 

On the other fide, marfhal Be//ci/ffe af- 
ter retaking the ifles of St Margaret and 
St Honorat, the garrifon of about 500 
men furrendering prifoners of war, pafl- 
ed the Var, and took poffeflion of Nice 
without reliftance. Montalban held out 
but a day, Villafranca not a week, the 
garrifon of aygut 500 men being made 
prifoners of war. ‘The French then ad- 
vanced to Ventimigha, where the Aa- 
Jrians {eem’d refolved to make a ftand, 
but they abandon‘d that place alfo, leav- 
ing a {mall garrifon in the caffle, and 
retired towards Fixal and Savona, where 
it is probable the marfhal will find faf-
